were the Guards who lined the ground and 
looked after the tables on which rested the trays 
containing the three thousand silver War Medals 
(sketched in last week's P.I.P.). A Guardsman 
carried each tray to a little stand on the dais ; 
and Colonel Ricardo handed each medal to 
Major-General Sir Henry Trotter, who gave it 
to His Majesty. First to receive from the King 
the well-earned medal was the smart and dapper 
Commander -in-Chief, ** Bobs,” who forthwith 
joined the Queen, and evidently, from his 
animated manner, had the henour and pleasure 
of explaining to Her Majesty the nature of the 
services rendered by the most notable officers 
and privates who passed before His Majesty. 

Lord Milner, who was in levée dress, was warmly 
shaken hands with by the King as he walked up 
next to Lord Roberts to get his medal; and 
presently, among the beplumed Generals on the 
dais, were to be recognised Mr. St. John Brodrick 
(the ‘able War Minister) and Mr. Chamberlain (our 
courageous Colonial Secretary) , the Lord Mayor of 
London, and Alderman Sir Alfred Newton, ener- 
getic founder of the **C.I.V." It was interesting 
to observe the closeness with which the Moorish 
Embassy scrutinised the principal actors in this 
regal ceremony. Kaid Maclean and his com- 
panions in snow-white burnouses were con- 
veniently placed to behold the flower of the 
Army, as the Generals, after saluting the King, 
grouped themselves to the right of the dais close 
by where the Moorish Embassy was stationed, 
and the latter thus had'an excellent opportunity 
of seeing such famous leaders as Redvers Buller, 
Ladysmith’s determined saviour, Hunter, [an 
Hamilton, handsome Reginald Pole - Carew, 
steadfast Kelly-Kenny, and numbers of others 
whom His Majesty delighted to honour. Justly 
may we feel proud of our Army and Navy, and 
with reason join in the national indignation 
occasioned by the recreant M.P.’s who, 


In the House of Commons 


on Monday last, sought to throw discredit upon 
our valiant soldiérs, who are doing their best to 
bring the War to a close in as humane a manner 
as is possible. War cannot be waged with kid 
gloves, though some unpatriotic sympathisers 
with Oom Paul appear to think it,can be. Mr. 


Brodrick’s lively protest against the foul charge 
of inhumanity on the part of any of our troops will 
be generally approved. Public opinion on this 
point was fairly represented by the sensible 
speech of an influential Liberal member, 


Mr. Haldane, 
who seasonably said, ** No useful purpose could 
be served by using such expressions as ‘ bar- 
barism’ in connection with military operations. 
Such. references did not tend to bring the war 
toan end. (Renewed Ministerial cheers.) If he 
had thought that a case of neglect had been 
niade out against the Government he shou!d 
have voted without hesitagion for the motion 
[i.e calling attention to the camps for Boer 
women and —À" because it concerned those 
who were ;weak, helpless, and defenceless; but 
he had come to the conclusion that, although 
blunders had been committed, it was the desire 
of everybody, from the Generals in the field to 
His Majesty's Ministers, to conduct warlike oper- 
ations in South Africa with as much humanity 
and as little cruelty as possible. (Ministerial 
cheers.) To stop the war in the way some of his 
hon. friends desired would be most disnstrous, 
having regard to the responsibility of Mr. Kruger 
in bringing it about. He had yet to be convinced 
that there had been brought home, either to His 
Majesty's Ministers or our soldiers, any blame- 
worthiness for a state of things the cause of 
which must be sought for in far other direc- 
tions."  (Cheera.)

Later in the day 
the Duke and Duchess returned to Auckland, and on 
Sunday morning they sailed in the Ophir for Wellington. 


The "Ophir" and the “St. George” arrived at 
Wellington Heads on Monday, but the State entry into the 
town took place on Tuesday. The city was gaily decorated, 
and tens of thousands of visitors from M parts flocked to 
witness the arrival of the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall.

THE WRECK OF THE “ASSYRIAN.” 


Tur Leyland Line steamer Assyrian, from Antwerp for 
Montreal, with 2000 tons of cargo, went ashore at Cape Race 
on June 6; a dense fog lasting three days prevented the 
captain checking his reckoning. The ship was going at full 
speed, and struck stem first on a shelving rock, which tore 
out her forefoot, ripped her underbody, and brought her up 
with a crash against the cliff. - The fore part of the ship got 
fixed on the rocks, the hind rt, from foremast to 
rudder, keeping afloat. The foreign rtion of her 
crew became panic-stricken when the ship struck, but 
were controlled after a, while, no danger existing. The 
water was smooth, there was little sea, and the weather 
was fair. The boats were launched as a precaution, and 
provisions supplied, the crew being ready to leave at any 
instant if the ship seemed likely to slip back into deer 
water; but she was too firmly fixed for that. The crew 
lay by the ship till the following morning, when they 
reported the wreck off Cape Race, and appealed for assist- 
ance and relief. The steamers Virginia and Algerine Tros 
ceeded to the scene of the wreck, hoping to tow her off.

T one of the numerous exhibitions I attend in the 
course of the year, I had a most ini con- 
versation with a gentleman who matr ep 
the construction of the useful fruit-shed repro- 
duced. I can imagine no better way of storing 

fruit than by the erection of one of these sheds and the 
use of trays. The shed I illustrate is 8ft. square inside, 
7 ft. to the eaves, and is made in sections, so that it is easily 
put together, the sides and roof being thatehed when in 


e"

position. It is set overa brick-lined pit 7 ft. 9in. squire, 
2 ft. 6in. deep, the floor lying loosely on the sides and two 
cross bearers, so that any part of it can be lifted up. Two 
inlet pipes for air are placed on opposite sides, going to 
bottom of pit; the outlet is at the apex of roof. These can 
be closed when desirable. Sixty trays (equal to 250 square 
feet of shelving) can be conveniently worked in this space. 
At six feet from floor level a wide shelf supported like 
the floor runs round three sides, giving fifty «quare feet 
more, or 300 square feet in all, In the pit, potatoes, eto., 
can be stored through the winter, and all the trays and to; 
shelving can be packed away in summer, leaving the sh 
vacant for other purposes, as a summer-house, etc- 


Guinea Fowls. 

These birds mate in pairs, and therefore an equal 
number of cocks and hens must be kept, otherwise some of 
the eggs will prove infertile. There is often a difficulty in 
distinguishing the sexes, the chief differences being in the 
colour of the wattles, which are more of a red hue in the 
male bird, and more tinged with blue in the hen. Guinea 
fowls are of wandering habits, and require an extensive 
range, but are fairly profitable, as they du up nearly all 
their food in their wanderings, The hens are prolific 
layers, and the s, although small are of excellent 
flavour. The chickens are tender, and should not be 
hatched till after March. — Hard-boiled egg chopped fine 
and mixed with oatmeal is the best food to supp y to the 
young soon after being hatched. They will die if kept 
without food for three or four hours, and should therefore 
have a constant supply near them till they are old enough 
to be allowed full liberty to forage for themselves. The 
flesh of the young guinea fowl is well flavoured and 


delicate. 
On Poultry-Feeding. 

The chief item in the management of the feathered flock 
is the food and the system of feeding, and these play the 
most important part 
in keeping the birds 
in health; for they, 
like all other classes of 
stock, will not make 
any adequate return 
unless they are pro- 

rly and regularly 

ed. Fowls want feed- 
ing with good, sound, 
nourishing food, but 
it must ie given in 
moderation, or else 
harm will be done. 
Grain is said to be the 
natural food of fowls, 
but it must not be 
forgotten that when 
they have their full 
liberty there are other 
delicacies, such as 
worms, insects, grubs, 
and innumerable other 
items, that go to make 
up their daily bill of 
fare. Now, whin the 
fowls are kept in con- 
fined runs, and are 
therefore unable to 
forage for themselves, man must, as far as possible, supply 
their needs, so that they do not greatly miss that which 
under other cireumstances they would find for themselves. 
I have often referred to the necessity of letting fowls have 

constant supply of grit. Oyster shells, mortar and brick 
rubbish, can all be broken up by a handy crusher of the 
pattern of which an Illustration is given. 


Pepper to Promote Laying. 

Some writers recommend the use of red pepper to 
promote laying, and advise it to be given in the propor- 
uon of a teaspoonful in the soft food for thirty adults. 
Although such a stimulant may be found beneficial during 
very inclement weather, it is not wise to continue it for 
‘ny length of time. The excess of stimulating food so 
ften given to fowls with a view of forcing them to lay in 
Winter is injudicious in the end, for, although an increased 
number of eggs may be produced in winter, the productive 
Power of the fowls will be so exhausted that by spring they 
will not be fit for anything, and cannot produce chickens of 
natural strength and stamina. If pepper is given to fowls 
that are not laying, and dissolved when they begin to 
‘ty, it will be less likely to injure them.

Packing Eggs for Incubation. 

It is generally acknowledged by the majority of those 
who buy and sell eggs for sitting that the railway service 
is much safer, cheaper, and quicker than the postal. When- 
ever we send we always do so by rail, for we have had 
sufficient e: ence in receiving eggs by post to teach us 
that that route at least is not safe. A good way to pack 
them is to line a box with hay, and having wrapped each 
egg in paper, place them in rows of odd and even; put a 
little hay or soft grass each egg to keep them 
apart, and fill in with hay n rest any from ME 

en fix on thelid (having previously put hay between 
and the eggs) by tying securely with string. Teeny of the 
boxes advertised are for the , being supplied 
with cardboard partitions, although with the majority of 
them it is necessary to wrap each egg as suggested,

Either singly 
or collectively the plants 
are very showy, and are 
certainly a novelty well 
worth cultivation. They 
are all the best colours, 
the golden-yellow being 
the favourite, and all 
who saw the display at 
the recent Temple Show 
will agree with me that 
the firm responsible for 
theirproduction deserves 
the thanks of florists. 
Their popularity is 
assured. As in the case 
of the large variety, the 
best plants are obtained 
from a June sowing. 
Either pots or pans can 
be employed, and a rich firm soil, sufficiently moist and 
thoroughly porous, is essential. The seed is exceedingly 
fine, and needs care to ensure thin and equal distribution. 
The seedlings will appear in about nine days, and immedi- 
ately the second leaf is visible, lose no time in pricking off 
into pots. Shade and moist are important, especially after 
each transfer.
